THE LAST GLANCE. 
WASHINGTON, September 23.—About 12 
o’clock midnight the stream of people who 
visited the Capitol to take a last glance at the 
casket containing the remains of President 
Gartield was sensibly diminished, and as night 


woreon it ceased almost entirely. <A few 
vroups of persons passed through the rotunda 
after that hour, but it was not until 
daylight that theil numbers augmented 
to any considerable extent. A delegation of 
the Common Council of Philadelphia assem.- 
bled in the room of the Speaker of the Llouse, 
and, heaced by ex-Speaker Randall and Re- 
presentative O'Neill, paid their last tribute of 
respect to the remains ot the late President. 
The doors of the rotunda were closed at 
ten minutes before ll, and all person except 
the sergeants at-arms, their assistants and 
the guard of honor were obliged to leave, At 
this hour, ll a.m., orders have just been is- 
sued that no person be allowed to enter the 
Capitol, and though the terraces surrounding 
the buildings and the adjacent streets are. 
thronged with people, the corridors present a 
comparati; ety deserted appearunce, 
FUNERAL MUSIC. 

CLEVELAND, O., September 23.—The pro- 
gramme of music atthe funeral Monday has 
been adopted as follows: Cleveland VoecAl 
Society will sing Beethoven’s funeral march 
hymo, beginning ' Thou art gone to the grave, 
but we will not deplore thee;’’ Meudelssohn's 
chorus, St. Paul, ‘‘Tothee, O Lora, L yield my 
spirit.’’ and Gartields favorite hyfim, begin 
ning ‘‘Ho! reaper of life’s harvest, why 
stand with rusted blade, until the night draws 
round thee, andthe day begins to fade? At 
the gruve the United German singing societies 
wil sing the 30th ode or Horace, Integer yitve 
scelerris purns,’’ etc. 

THE DECORATIONS. 

The main decorations will consist of nine 
magnificent arches—one at each entrance 10 
Monumental Park, two at the corner of Euclid 
avenue and Erie street, two at the corner ot 
Kuclid and Superior and one atthe entrance 

o Lakeview Cemetery. Draped banners are 
stretched across the principal streets bearing 
mottoes and quotations from the Wlustrious 
dead. A large banner with appropriate 
decorations spans Euclid avenue at the Penn- 
Sylvania Railway crossing, Where the body 
will be taken from the cars and the procession 
formed to enter the city. Elaborate decora- 
tive work will be done upon the four arches in 
the square. That tacing the pavillion on the 
west will consist of two massive colamns 
joined by an arch. Two other and sherter 
columns stand by the side oi the foundations 
of the archway,one bearing a bronze eugle, the 


other representing a broken col- 
ump. The columns wiil be up- 


ppropriately wreathed in flowers, flags, 
and drapery. A portion of the areh will con- 
sist of flags and flowers woven together to 
forma ladder. At the foot a canal-boat, 
Hiram a step above, then Chickamauga, 
House of Congress, Senate, and atthe top the 
White House. The arch facing this upon the 
east will be similar in general design, The 
decorations consist principally of fags of all 
nations, intertwined with flowers and drapefy 
ot sable. Floral decorations on the stand- 
ards will be four by eight feet 
in size, and the archways eight 
y ten leet. The decorations facing the cata- 
falque will; be two colossal floral gates with 
standards ateach end twenty feet in length. 
‘The space between will be occupied by severul 
posts ten feet high. Each stundard will be 
clothed with sable drapery, asd decorateu 
with wreaths and flags. J. II. Wade, H. B.

SCENES ATTHE ROTUNDA. 
WASHINGTON, September 23.—Notwithstand- 
ing the factthatthe casket was closed lust 
evening the Capitol, was aguimthronged by 
thousands eagerto view the remaine of the 
late President, and the line began to torm 
soon after duylight. At 9, a. m. it 
extended far across the park. 
The floral offerings have een, largely 
increased this morning from the publie and 
private gardens in the city. Several hand- 
some decorations were received! from Phila- 
delphia and New York. One came also trota 
Richmond Va. A large white angel, about 
the size of a child five years old, composed of 
white roses and holding a silver trumpetin 
its hands, is suspended over the coflin by cords 
22 across the rotunda. This was 
e rift of James Wormley, the colored hotel! 
keeper of the city. The ofticial decorations 
of the city are much criticised fer the 
meagreness and lack of taste. There has bee 
an economy in marked contrast with the pro- 
fuseness displayed on inauguration day. 
Special trains loaded with visitors have beon 
arriving every hour since Thursday night and 
the streets are crowded with strangers. 
A SAD PROCESSION. 
WASHINGTON, September 23.—At twenty 
minutes past eleven two closed  carriaces 
diove up tothe east lower entrance of the 
Senate wing, and the occupantsalighted and 
assed up the private stafrway to the Vice- 
President's room. All the corridors and 
passageways upon the main floor of the Senate 
wing were quickly barred to 
all comes, and instructions were given 
by Sergeaut-at-Arms Right of the Senate 
to the employes and Capitol police on duty to 
keep themselves completely hidden in the re. 
cess of the doorsand windows while Mrs. Gar- 
field passed through the rotunda. The rotundu 
itself was entirely cleared, the guard of honor 
retiring from view for the time being. Ina 
few minutes the little procession emerged 
from the Vice-President’s room, and, passing 
around the corridor, proceeded through 
the silent and deserted main 
passage-way of the building, Sergeant-at- 
Arms Bright leading. Then followed Mrs. 
Gartield leaning upon the arm of Gen. Swalm, 
Harry Garfield, Mollie Garfield and Miss Rock 
well, Col. and Mrs. Rockwell, and Attorney- 
General MacVeagh and Mrs. Swaim. Nota 
sound was heard save the footsteps 
upon the marble floors us the 
littie company, robed in sombre darkness 
of the deepest mourning, passed silently on to 
mingle their tears aud the last earthly tri- 
bute overthe casket which sealed from view 
the form and features of the dearly loved hus: 
band, father and friend. After remaining 
about twenty minutes ta the rotunda they rv- 
turned quietly, and with the same privacy 
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that marked their entrance, and passing 


through the Senate wing entered the carriazes 
and returned to the residence of the Attorney- 
General. 

THE CATAFALQUE. 


WASHINGTON, September 23.—At this hour, 
2 2 
2 p. m., the crowd ahout the Capitol numbers 
many thousands and the throngs are con- 
stuntly receiving fresh accessions. Every en- 
try tothe building is closely guarded, how. 
ever,and noneare admitted without special 
tickets. The arrangements for the funeral 
ceremonies in the rotunda are all completed, 
and the chairs and sofas labeled to designate 
for whom they are reserved. The posi- 
tion of the floral ° offerings has 
been changed and now nothing 
remains upon the casket save afew branches 
of palm. At the head of the catafalque stands 
a broken column of white and purple flowers, 
surmounted by a white dove. On the other 
side of this are tastefully arranged acrown 
and pyramid of roses. At the foot and rest- 
ing against the black drapery is a wreath 
which by order of Queen Victoria was yester- 
day placed upon the casket. Arranged on 
each side of this offering from the Queen 
are handsome crosses, while at their 
base is placed a magnificent floral pillow on 
whichis inscribed in violets, Our Martyr 
President.“ Next to this is placed The 
Gates Ajar.’’ The Knights of Malta have con- 
tributed a large Maltese cross, and the Union 
Veteran Corps, of which Garfield was a mem- 
ber, a pillow of white flowers, bearing in vio- 
let letters the inscription ‘‘U. V. C. 
to their Comrude.’’ The whole appearance 
of the catafalque is tasteful and elegant. In 
iront of the chairs, which have been placed 
on the south side of the casket, are arranged 
sofas for the accommodation of Mrs. Garfield 
and the family of the late President. Direct- 
ly opposite and on the north side of the cata- 
talque are reserved seats tor members of the 
Cabinet and distinguished guests. The front 
row ot chairs in the north- 
western section of the rotunda will 
be placed atthe disposal of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, while in the rear of these 
severalrows have been selected for the ac- 
commodation of Senators. The Representa- 
tives will occupy seatsin the southeastern 
and southwestern sections. Behind these a 
row of chairs has been re- 
served ‘for representatives of the press, 
apd the remainder of the seats in that 
section will be given tothe public generally.

KNEELING BY THE CASKET. 
WASHINGTON, September 23.—At 11:55 a. m. 


the rotunda was closed and the 
corridors leading to it were cleared. 
At 11:50 two carriages arrived 


ut the Capital and the late President’s family 
passed intothe building. Perfect privacy was 
desired and it was ina great measure secured. 
The widow and children had come to takea 
last view of the dead husband and father. 
Mrs. Gartield entered the rotunda leaning on 


the arm of Gen. Swaim. She Was 
followed, by ifarry Gartield, on 
whose arm lenned his sister Mol- 


lie and Miss Lulu Rockwell. The 
Jhe only others present ware Col. and Mrs. 
Rockwell, Attorney-weneral MacVeagh jan 
Mrs. Swaim. The doors was thenclosedanda 
last look upon the face of the 
dead Wiis taken. Mrs. Garfield and 
her children remained kneeling beside the 
con tor a few minutes, after which the 
casket was closed and the party returned to 
their carriages aud were rapidly driven 
to their homes. It is possible that Mrs. Gar- 
field will not be present at the funeral cere- 
monies. The arrangements were 
conipleted for the final ceremonies at noon. 
The rotunda was entirely filled with 
chairs arranged in circuiar rows 
leaving a space of about fifty feet 
in diameter within which stands the dais. 
At the head of the codtiin _ 
small platform and «and desk draped 
in black for the nse of the Rev. Mr. Power,who 
conducts the services. The funeral dec- 
orations have increased in number rapidly. 
At the head of the coftin stands a 
brokencolumn with a white dove perched 
above it. Another stands atthe loot. Flow- 
ers in wreaths cushions etc., sare 
massed about the foot ot the dais.

VINDICATED BY THE LANCET. 

LONDON, September 23.—The Lancet, dis- 
cussing the case of Gen. Garfield, says: The 
bullet did not wound any vital part in its path, 
and had the sinuous wound it madé closed up 
all would have been well; but the wound did 
not hea), because its walis were bruised and 
so injured that primary union was impossible. 
The retention of the pent-up and 
putrid matter in the wound almost 
insured absorption of septic poison and death. 
It may be regarded as an open question how 
lar successful an attempt to render the wound 
aseptic might have been. It would be unjust 
to blame the surgeons, and it is a matter of 
congratulation that they were notled away by 
the vulgar desire to extract the bullet, which 
had done no harm since it once reached its 
resting-place near the pancreas, and 
its extraction per se would not have in- 
fluenced at allthe subsequent course of the 
case.

Say About the Autopsy. 


Below will be found the opinion of well- 
known doctors of St. Louis upon the treat- 
ment of the dead President in the light of 
all the facts now developed in the case. It 
will be seen that little or no criticism is made 
upon the treatment. But few ofthe doctors 
are willing to put themselves on record as 
knowing more about a case a 
thousand miles away than the eminent 
physicians in personal attendance upon the 
dying chief. The opinion seems to be gen- 
eral here that the treatment was correct and 
that the mistake made in the location of 
ot materially affect either the 


treatment or the result. 
DR. HODGEN. 
Dr. Hodgen was found in his Fourteenth 


street office by a reporter. 
„Doctor,“ said the scribe, “in the light 


thrown upon the President’s case by the 
autopsy, do you not think the treatment a 
mistaken one?’ 

No, I do not. I don’t know anything 
about the treatment; but do know 
that any case in the hands of Drs. 
Agnew and Hamilton is sure to be ably 
conducted. And I will tell you further that 
you will get no self-respectful physician to 
criticise at this distance. You see we know 
nothing about it.“ 

“But the mistake in the location of the 
ball ——’’ 

Made no difference in the treatment. The 
bullet was encysted, and so was not one of 
the complications. Had they known just 
where the ball was the treatment would have 
been the same. That was not at all a bad 
mistake as fur as medical science goes.“ 

„And that is all yon nave to say, Doctor?“ 

„Mes; the case was perfectly safe in the 
hands of the physicians who attended upon 
the President, andthe country can assure 
itself that all that medical science could do 
was done. The result could not be changed.“ 

DR. MUDD, 

Dr. Mudd had important business out on 
the Narrow Gauge Railroad, which made him 
forego the pleasure of an interview. His 
position is, however, the same as Dr. Hodgen’s. 

DR. E. R. WRIGHT. 

Dr. Wright declined to make any criticism 
on the facts brought to light by the autopsy. 
“The distance is too great,“ said he, to 

ermit it. The doctors in charge of the case 
ave the confidence ofthe whole profession. 


They were present in the sick-chamber, where 
every condition was favorable for 
the study of the patient’s condition, 


and I know that they did all that could be 
done. It would be unfairas well as uupro- 
fessional to undertake any criticism with the 
meagre details we have at this distance.“ 

DR. E. H. GREGORY 
was met at his office. 

Nou have seen the report of the autopsy 
on the President's body?“ 

% have.“ 

„What is your opinion of the treatment of 
the case, after reading this report?“ 

; I, think it Was first-class in every particu- 
ar. 

„Was it possible for first-class physicians 
to make such a mistake about the location of 
the ball?” 

**It was not only possible, but it was ex- 
tremely probable that such a thing might 
happen. There was no way of detiaitely lo- 
cating it.“ 

“Put they confounded a pus passage and 
the path of the ball?“ 

„An error certainly hard, yes, impos.i- 
ble to avoid. They did not know anvihing at 
all about the location of the ball until this 
passage began to discharge. In the absence 
of anything to guide them, it was clearly to 
be supposed that this was the path ploughed 
by the ball.“ 

“Did not Dr. Bliss probe the wound on the 
first day?“ 

„No; I don’t think he did. Probing is very 
ill-advised in wounds in the cavity. I don’t 
think it would be done.“ 

It he did probe sbould he not have known 
more about the path of the ball?” 

„No. It is very easy to make false passages 
with the probe.“ 

“So you see no reason for blaming the 
physicians in the case?“ | 

None whatever. The case was handled as 
well as it was possible to do so.“ 

DR. VAN STUDDIFORD 
Was questioned about the treatment of the 
autopsy and said: T think it first-class. 
The case was attended by as eminent a 
talent asthe world affords and was handled 
by them in a most skillfu! manner.” 

But they did not know which way the 
ball went nor where it was lodged.’ 

A thing to be expected. It is impossible 
to look inside the body. Allthey had to go 
on Was surmise, and that pus passage would 
have deceived any one.“ 

“Ought the symptoms have given the phy-

place?” 

No; they could not. It was all conjecture, 
and the pus passage was there to mislead 
them.“ 

Could probing have helped them out?“ 

No; and don’t think it was resorted to. 
It was a critical thing to tinker about the 
wounded spine with a probe. It would not 
be admissible at all. The autopsy shows that 


the man could not live, and science 
kept him alive much longer than 
might be expected. Say for me that I think 


that everything was done that the best talent 
would suggest and that the errors mentioned 
were inevitable.“ 

Dr. Van Studdiford has watched the case 
very closely from the beginning. It will be 
remembered that when the Posr-DispATOn 
interviewed the physicians about the Presi- 
dent’s condition nearly a month ago he was 
the only one who asserted that Garfield 
could not recover. 

Dr. W. F. Kier said: “I do not think it 
right for any physician here to criticise the 
treatment of the President, and I would ob- 
ject to saying anything about the case. From 
the first it appeared that Garfield would die. 
Malarial fever aggravated his case’ 

DR, YOST. 

A representative of the PosT-DISPATCH 
called upon Dr. Yost at his residence on Pine 
street, and, after the usual compliments had 
been passed, addressed him with: Doctor, 
would like to submit to you a few questions 
touching the case of our late President and 
its treatment if you will give mea few mo- 
ments of your time.“ 

“Certainly,” he replied; I shall be glad to 
do whatI can for you, but I wish it unaer- 
stood from the beginning that I do not set 
myself up as a critic, and further, I consider 
much of the censure which the surgeons in 
this case have received is both undignified 
and unprofessional.’’ 

“Dr. Yost, do xou think the wound was 
necessarily fatal?“ 

“Good authority has saidso. The wound 
was a very bad ene certainly. Now, in my 
practice of surgery, which some years ago 
was quite extensive, I] have seen men who 
were shot to pieces, cut to pieces and all 
mashed up, recover, and I have seen others 
with comparatively — injuries die. Two 
cases which I was called upon to treat will 
serve to illustrate What I mean. Both men 
were injured by the same boiler explosion. 
One received some severe burns on his face 
and died, although the case did not seem to 
be very serious. The other had his craninm 
fractured,so that I could touch the brain with 
my fingers through the cut across 
the forehead above the eyes; his lower jaw 
Was crushed and his breast and abdomen 
were scalded until large pieces of the flesh 
came off, and yet he recovered. Soin every 
instance the physical condition of the in- 
jured tha as much to do with the case. 
I hard 7 think you expect me to express an 
unquel fied opinion on this question.“ 

‘*‘Was the diagnosis of the case, lu your 
opinion, properly conducted?“ 
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“I think, had the patient been an ry. 
nit thi diagnosis would have — 52

“Do you think the treatment would have 
been more heroic with another man!“ 

„es. The surgeons were, I think, so im- 
pressed with the ——— resting upon 
them that they were overawed, while in an 
ordinary case the methods for a diagnosis 
would have been more ciosely and thorough- 
ly followed. While in the case of an ordinary 
man the knife might have been used in the 
examination, the dignity of the President 
would hinder them.”’ . 

„What do you think of the treatment of 
the case!“ 

One thing I consider radically wrong, and 
that is the excessive administration of mor- 
phine to alleviate pain. Opiates sometimes 
answer a good purpose, but the protracted 
use of them is always bad, and especially so 
in cases of blood poisoning. They cause the 
organs of the oor to _perform their 
functiors sluggishiy. Now, if the 
blood is in an impure condition the more 
freely and naturally it passes through the 
body the better. Morpbine undoubtedly en- 
courages abscesses by causing the poisoned 
blood to stagnate.’ 

Po such pus cavities as the one which the 
surgeons mistook for the track of the ball 
often occur?“ ; 

I huve met with a number of that kind in 
my practice. The muscles along the side and 
buck extending downward are so arranged 
upon each other that pus forming between 
them g:avi'ates very rapidly. [once had a 
boy under my care who had one of these 
psoas abscesses, as they are called, and it 
formed a cavity extending down into his leg 
below the groin.’’ 

‘What do you think of the criticisms of the 
press upon Dr. Bliss?” 

„They are altogether too severe and 
are very unjust. Dr. Bliss is a gentleman 
anda physician of excellent. ability. The 
disposition to censure Bliss and to shield 
Agnew and Hamilton is wholly§wrong. Ag- 
new and Hamilton were called as experts, 
and by seeing the patient at intervals ought 
to have been better able to judge of his con- 
dition than Bliss, Who was with the President 
all the time. I am unqualifiedly of the opin- 
ion that a great injustice has been done Dr. 
Bliss. If blame attaches anywhere, which I 
would be slow to insist, I think Agnew and 
Hamilton ought to come in for a full share.“ 

DR. F. V. L. BROKA W 

wos averse to being interviewed. He said 
simply that surgical science and skill had 
done everything possible for the President, 
whose condition was hopeless from the very 
first. He recognized no cause for complaint 
in the treatment of the President by his phy- 
sicians, and there should be none, when it 
was known that men of such high reputation 
and undoubted skill as Drs. Agnew and 
Hamilton had given the case every atten- 
tion. Hereiterated that as far as surgery 
or science could go the President was al- 
ready a dead man the day he was shot. 


DR. F. KOLBENHEYER 


said no first-class pbysician would open his 
mouth to criticise his brethren at Washing- 
ton. The President was doomed from the 
beginning. The mistake in locating the ball 
was a patural one, owing to the deflection of 
the ball, which, after ranging downward 
when it struck the rib, was carried up and 
back again until it passed through the spine, 
splintering a vertebra and lodging at the 
point where it was found. The President’s 
physicians must have known that the bullet 
struck the spine, because the 
patient complained of pains in his 
legs, wbich always indicate a spinal injury. 
They knew this, and, feeling that the case 
was hopeless, they devoted their skill and 
energy to keeping the President alive as long 
as possible. Tnat they succeeded in doing 
so for over two months, was itself a triumph 
of surgery and medicine as great as anyon 
record. : 

„If the physicians had cut the bullet out 
of the President's back,“ said Dr. Kolben- 
hever, *‘the splinters of bones that were sent 


flying in all directions would eventu- 
have caused death by piereing 
some vessel or artery and pro- 


ducing hemorrhage. Indeed, it has been de- 
terminedtbat his death resuited in this way, 
onefof the mesenteric arteries having been 
punctured, thereby causing the patient to 
bleed to death. I think there is no ground 
for complaint or criticism concerning the 
President’s treatment. The mistakes they 
naturally made don’t go to show, as some 
people insist, thatthe best physicians know 
comparatively nothing; but it does show that 
neither they nor anybody else can be said to 
know everything. There is only one man 
infallible in this world outside of journalism, 
and that is the Pope.’’ 
DR. LOUIS BAUER 
said, now that he had the facts disclosed by 
the vost-mortem examination before him, he 
could not see how the President’s physicians 
might have done better than they did. All 
the circumstances of the wound, known be- 
fore the President’s death and after it, per- 
fectly justified the conservative surgical 
treatment adopted by Drs. Bliss, Hamilton 
and Agnew. They could not possibly have 
done more for their patient, whose injuries 
were fatal from the very first. Had they 
known the location of the ball they could not 
have removedit without hastening the Presi- 
dent’s death. The splinters of vertebra 
would sooner or later bringon theend. If 
there Was anv one thing tbe doctors might 
take exception to it was the tardiness of the 
President's removal from Washington’s ma- 
larial aimosphere, but the physicians were 
probablv not to blame for this; others might 
have caused the delay. Looking back over 
the whole case,Dr. Bauer said he thought the 
physicians, who were all skilled and eminent, 
had done their best and Dr. Bliss should be 
specially commended for hig unremitting at- 
tention tothe doomed patient. 
DR. PAPIN 

was found at his oflice, No. 1601 Washington 
avenue. In their prognosis the physicians 
whoattended the dead President were at 
fault. The general principles are the same, 
and notwithstanding the fact that they were 
wrong about the position of the ball,the treat- 
ment was right. The very thing they trigd 
so hard to escape, as the treatment 
shows, came in spite of them. 
From the beginning they were wrong about 
the wound. The ball pierced the soft spinal 
bone, and such injuries are almost always 
fatal. While in Paris Isaw a great many 
cases Of that kind in the hospitals, and they 
almost invariable proved fatal. About prob- 
ing for the ball, I say that when the 
metal pierced a_ vital part you 
do much more damage with your 
probe than the ball has already done. The 
only thingto bedoneis tolet the wound 
alone. I think the treatment was right, al- 
though the physicians were wrong about the 
location of the ball and the track.“ 

„About the treatment of the President,” 
said 

DR. JAMINET, 

J have nothing to say. The first examina- 
tion by the physicians came as near the truth 
as possible. I have not seen the patient, and 
I trust a my own eyes in these matters. 
Medicine differs from surgery. I might be 
told that a man was suffering from some 
named complaint, and it I was to read the 
treatment could say whether it was the 
proper treatment or not, but as to surgery 
itis different.“

A MURDER TRIAL. 


Crime Surrounded With Mystery—A 
Case for Lawyers to Study. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
GAYOSO, MO., September 19, 1881.—The 
most remarkable criminal case that has ever 
come under my knowledge is about to be 
tried at this place. I refer to the case of the 
State vs. James, Appleton and Jane Atkinson, 
who were indicted at this term of the Pemis- 
cot Circuit Court for the murder of Indiana 
Atkinson and her infant child on the fourth 
day of quly last. The deceased was the wife 
of James Atkinson, who is the son of Apple- 
ton and Jane Atkinson. The circumstances 
surrounding this alleged murder are very 
mysterious, leaving the matter in doubt as 
to whether it was a homicide or asuicide. If 
itwas a homicide it is one of the most 
remarkable one ever reported and will be of 
special interest toevery lawyerinthe State 
of Missouri. The evidence will be entirely 
circumstantial. The prosecution will be ably 
conducted by John A. Gordon, State’s At- 
torney, and Louis Brown, of Cape Girardeau, 
who volunteered to assist Mr. Gordon. Hon. 
R. A. Hatcher, of Charleston, Mo., and G. W. 
Carlton, of this place, were employed to 
prosecute, but have retired from the case on 
account of some disagreement. The defense 
is in the hands of Hon. H. M. McVeigh, of 
Osceola, Ark., and Col. Messer Ward, of 
Charleston, Mo., assisted by B. F. Bareroft, 


of this place. The grand jury returned the 
in diet ments last Tuesday. Defendants moved 
for a continuance, but their motion was 
overruled by Judge John D. Foster, who is 


presiding. Defendants then moved 
for a change of venue, but 
were again overruled, and a panel 


of forty jurors was furnished them at 11 
o’cloek Saturday. The defendant’s asked 
fora severance and the State elected to try 
James Atkinson first. : 

The feelings of the people are very high- 
ly inflamed toward the Atkinsons, and if they 
are not convicted it willbe due to the un- 
tiring efforts of their attorneys, It has been 
publicly announced thatif the law did not 
hang them the people would. Some have 
even threatened to burn the jail. It has even 
been suggested to the defendants’ attorneys 
that they would be far safer to have nothing 
to do with the case. It has been threatened 
that if the defendants applied for and obtain- 
ed a change of venue, they should not live 
twenty-four hours. Thirty-two out of the 
forty jurors furnished inthe panel stated 
upon examination that they had formed 
opinions in the case from rumors,and if there 
ever was a case in which a chauge of venue 
was required and absolutely necessary to ob- 
tain an impartial trial, I think this is such a 
case. There is not an attorney in attendance 
at this court who is not fully impressed with 
this idea. The prisoners earnestly plead not 
guilty, and if they are guilty they are certainly 
remarkable in concealing it. Your reporter 
has studiously inquired into the case, and 
visited the scene of the alleged trazedy, and 
is clearly of the opinion that it is a case of 
suicide, and that the defendants are perfectly 
innocent, but notwithstanding it will bea 
difficult matter to save James Atkinson from 
conviction, so loud and universal is the puh - 
lie clamor of guilt.

A SKILLFUL COUNTERFEITER. 


Bille—Can He be Punished ? 

From the New York Sun. 

„would have had a half million of dol- 
lars if you had given me a week more,“ said 
Charles Becker, the counterfeiter, yester- 
day morning to Detective Mooney, who sur- 
prised him on Friday night in his home at 
East New York as he was finishing his plates 
for agigantic scheme of counterfeiting the 
one thousand franc note of the Bink of 
France. F. R. Coudert, counsel for the 
French Government, said to-day thatit was 
probable that Becker’s counterfeits 
would have been better executed 
mechanically than the genuine. Becker’s 
reputation extends all over Europe as a 
skilliul forger. He has managed to evade 
punishmentin almost every country except 
Turkey. He was sentenced to three and a 
half yeur:’ imprisonment in Con- 
stantinople, but having een selected 
with two others to do some printing 
about the prison, he and they escaped. 
„They have made a mistake,” he said coolly, 
to- day. I always know just what I am 
about. I have violated no law of this coun- 
try, and so long as I don’t attempt to make 
United States money I can make the money 
of any country in the world here and they 
can’t touch me. It is another thing if they 
catch me passing it.“ When Becker was 
arraigned before Justice Walsh to-day, he 
asked for an adjournment until Monday, so 
thathe could consult bis lawyer. He was 
sent to Raymond street jail. Some lawyers 
think that the detectives have acted prema- 
turely in making the descent upon Becker’s 
place, and express doubt as to whether he

belieaes that they can be punished under the 

ws of this State, and they will be pros- 
ecuted in the State courts. The work of 
Becker is said to be far superior to that of 
Brockway, the noted American forger, whose 
counterfeit Government bonds were detected 
by being superiorin their engraving to the 
genuine bonds. The stone containing the 
1,000 frane note is beautiful as a work of art, 
and the proofs from it show tracing so fine 
as to make it appear that it was made with 
the point of a needie beneath a powerful 
glass. Becker had first-class tools, delicate 
blue printing-ink, and the finest work paper. 
He had so skillfully counterfeited even the 
water-mark that it would have almost defied 
detection. He had an electrotype of the 
water-mark which, by an ingenious process, 
he bad impressed upon a thin sheet of bank- 
note paper, which he then strengthened by 
pasting another sheet over it, thus obtaining 
paper of the requisite thickness with a well 
simulated water-mark inside. The detec- 
tives say that Becker would Have had no dif- 
ficulty in flooding the market with his coun- 


‘terfeits. 


An Ague-Smitten Village.

Noone who passes through the village, 
even hurriedly, can fail to notice the effect of 
the prevailing complaint. Nearly every per- 
son met bears traces of having suffered more 
or less recently from it. The most common 
salutation of neignbor to neighbor is, “How 
are you getting on with the shakes?’ or, 
„How is 's chill?“ Doctors complain that 
they are worked to the utmost limit of en- 
durance, and their appearance corroborates 
the assertion. The Times ambassador called 
onevery physicianin the place, and accom- 
panied the doctors asthey walked through 
the streets. They were constantly met and 
applied to for medicine and attendance, aud 
in every case the application was on behalf of 
a malaria-afflicted patient. The statement is 
made that quinine sufficient to make 
500 two-grain pills is sold daily, 
and besides a vast quantity of 
patent and domestic nostrums 18 
used. With all these preventive measures 
the disease is not sensibly checked. During 
its prevalence fifteen deathsin all have oc- 
curred from it. This may be a small ratio in 
proportion to the nutaber of cases, but it is 
large in comparison tothe usual death. rate 
in malarial affections. And the complaint is 
growing more virulent and fatal. The busi- 
ness of this thriving townis threatened with 
ruin and the village with depopulation by 
death and removal to more healthful local- 
ities. The citizens are alive to the danger 
of the situation and justly demand relief, and 
that speedily.

A Crooked“ Mayor Killed. 
Kokomo (Ind.) Special to Chicago Time:. 

Last night at half-past 10 o’clock the Ma 
or of this city, Dr. Henry C. Cole, met bis 
death in such a manner as to arouse the pop. 
ulace to a pitch of excitement rarely witaess, 
ed. The first rumor of his sudden death wa, 
that he had been found dead on the commons 
near the city. At once a stream of people be. 
gan moving rapidly in the direction of the 
spot where be * He was found 
dead, with several bullet-holes through him 
about 125 yards from what are known as the 
1 Miils, in the western part of the city 
The Coroner was sent for, but, as he lives 
miles distant, he did not arrive till Kook 
this morning, when be held an autopsy and 
later an inquest. The examination brought 
out the following facts: 

Dr. Cole was killed by the §Sheriff’s posse 
consisting of George and Asher Bennett, Wm. 
Styer and J.W. Learner. Asher Bennett wag 
acting under a commission us United States 
detective, the other three being deputized hy 
the County Sheriff. For years Cole has been 
suspected of crooked ways, and be has been 
shadowed by detectives for more than a year. 
On the night he was shot the Sheriff’s posse 
was watching the Spring Mills, having had an 
intimation that the a intended tha 
night to rob the mill. He Ad an accomplice 
—supposed to have been a United States de. 
tective—with bim. They had carried four 
sacks of flour from the mill when fire was 
opened on Dr. Cole, resulting in his inst ant 
death. He was shot in five different places 
the neck. both legs, the i- ht arm, end the 
back. Tbe shot that entered the back wag 
the fatalone. The Coroner’s verdict was to 
the effect that Cole came to his death from 
gunshot wounds at the bands of the officers 
of the law in the discharge of their duties, 

Mayor Cole’s funeral occurred to-day, and 
was very largely attended. He wasa very 
prominent citizen, having quite a notoriety 
tbroughout the State. He was elected Mayor 
of Kokomo at the election last spring bys 
handsome majority, although the city is 
largely against bim in politics. 

Public feeling is very outspoken in the 
matter.

So far as the new President's Inaugural 
address goes, it is fair and soft; but we are 
not quite certain that Mr. ARTHUR’S 
reformation has been as sudden and as thor- 
ough as was Prince Hat’s after his elevation 
to the throne. Until some old political 
henchman and boon companion from New 
York is turned away from the White House 
with such language as HENRY V. addressed 
to poor JACK FALSTAFF, we shall lack faith.

THE Republican prints this morning nearly 
a column of apology for the work of the Fire 
Department on Wednesday. The following 
explanation from that friendly source ought 
to be posted in every business house iu St. 
Louis: 

If there was any mismanagement in 
Wednesday’s fire it was confined to the delay 
in giving the second and third alarms, which 
should have been given together instead of 
separately, and immediately after the arrival 
of the First Assistant Fire Chief. Hester did 
intend as soon as he sawthe character of the 
fire to give a second alarm. And he thought 
n moment afterwards that he had given it, 
but it now turns out that his call was not rec - 
ognized by the operator at the Court-house. 
Mike is a new Assistant Chief and had never 
given a second or third alarm under the new 
system of second and third alarms, adopted 
only a few weeks ago, and yesterday he gave 
the old style second alarm instead of the new 
one, and the operator refused to recognize it, 
and the engine houses never got it. Mike won- 
dered why the second-alarm companies 
didn’t come, and ran over to the box on Tenth 
and Clark avenue to make another effort to 
call them out, when he found Benedict, one 
of Superintendent Hilgendorf’s men, taking 
down the box. Mike pulledthe hook again, 
and Benedict laughed at him and asked him if 
he hadn’t learned the new rules yet. It was 
notime for argument, andthe much desired 
second alarm was given on the new style sys- 
tem. 


That is to say, a fireman—yea, an ‘‘Assist- 
ant’? Chief, yea, a “First Assistant Fire 
Chief” in charge—did not know, Jast Weines- 
day, how to turn on a second alarm under 
rules“ that were adopted and in force weeks 
ago. Nothing that “the insurance men” have 
ever said concerning the pell-mell disorder, 
lack of knowledge and discipline inSEXTON’s 
mode!“ Fire Department is so scathing a 
commentary thereupon as is this simple and 
truthful narrative. 


— — — 


THERE was another disastrous conflagra- 
tion in St. Louis last Wednesday and there 
is a division of opinion as to the manner in 
which it was handled by the Fire Depart- 
ment. Very naturally the episode directs 
attention once more to a subject that we have 
referred to considerably of late—the merits 
of our Fire Department as compared with 
other cities. Chief SEXTON and his support- 
ers professthat they are always ready for a 
comparison of figures. It is of no conse- 
quence, as has been repeatedly said in these 
columns,what other cities do,except as show- 
ing what St. Louis ought to do; but naturally 
we are brought more or less into comparison 
with Chicago in this matter. Chicago has a 
larger department and it pays more 
money for it, but there are some facts and 
figures that the admirers of Chief SEXTON 
are requested to ruminate on. St. Louis 
property-owners are requested to give 
these points special consideration: During 
the first eight months of this year 
there were in Chicago 878 fire alarms, re- 
sulting in a loss to the Underwriters of 
$393,251; or, less than $448 to each alarm. 
If there had been no insurance, the loss to 
property-owners would have been $457,997; 
or, less than $522 to each alarm. The amount 
of insurance involved in the 878 alarms was 
$4,540,374, and the loss to the companies was 
less than ten per cent of the insurance. 
Now iook at the St. Louis record and 
weep! The number of ftire-alarms here 
during the same period was 365, resulting in 
aloss to Underwriters of $1,056,365, or more 
than $2,894 to each alarm. If there had been 
no insurance the loss to property owners 
would have been $1,383,807, or more than $3,701 
to each alarm. The amount of insurance in- 
volved in the 365 alarms was $2,394,972, 
and the loss to the insurance compa- 
nies was more than forty-four per cent 
of§ the insurance. Assuming that Chicago 
has a population of 500,000, the loss per capita 
in that city was less than ninety-two cents to 
each inhabitant; while. assuming that St. 
Louis has 350,000, the per capita loss was 
$3 95 to each man, woman and child in the 
city. The figures given above do not, of 
course, include the lossea in the town of Lake, 
six and a half miles from the Chicago Court- 
house, nor those in East St. Leuis, two miles 
from the St. Louis Court-house.

His Excellency Gov. Crittenden is exofficio 
Commander-in-Chief of the militia gf the 
State, otherwise miscalled the ‘‘National 
Guard,’’ and as such Commander is,‘by ‘‘a 
custom more honored in the breach than the 
observance,’’ entitled to a personal military 
staff. The number and rank of the officers of 
this staff should in a measure have some rel- 
evancy to and be in accordance with the 
forces under his command. As the entire 
militia force of the State does not comprise 
a brigade, the staff of the Commaader-in- 
Chief, properly, should not be greater than 
that of a brigade commander; but. assuming 


that as commander of all the State forces he 
may, by courtesy, have the rank of Major- 
General, he might be justifiable in appointing 
a staff allowable to a division commander.

Ithink it is high 
time the dairymen of St. Lonis were looked 
after in that matter. lam a store-keeper in 
this city and sell milk. Milk doI say? Well, it 
is called by that name. I have been trying for 
alongtimeto get what I would term pure 
milk, but have not yet succeeded. Some one 
may say, ‘‘Why do you sell it if you do not be- 
lieve it to be pure milk?’’ My answer is sim- 
ply because Ican get no other, and my cus- 
tomers are obliged to have that if they can get 
no other. I should be right glad if Icould find 
a man who could supply me with the genuine 
article. Should this letter meet the eve of one, 
and he will call at 1554 Gratiot street, I will buy 
of him. Two weeks agol was seriously in- 
formed that I must pay 2% cents more per gal- 
lon for this so-called milk, which now brings 
it up to 15 cents per gallon. We sell it for 20 
cents. After having to buy ice to keep it sweet, 
and having any that might get sour and the 
unsold milk thrown on our hands, thus it will 
be seen that the profit is reduced to a min- 
imum. Ithink with your correspendent that 
the public ought to be protected against such 
imposition, and if there is any law shat could 
reach them it ought spedily tobé put into 
force. Of course allowances must be made 
for the scarcity just now, but let them bring 
pure milk if they have to give less of it for the 
money, and if it is too rich the public can wa-

A Train on the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road Robbed and Plundered. 


A Daring Deed Perpetrated by 
Three Beardless Boys.

More Than $16,000 Plunder Bagged—A 
Different Account of the Crime. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEWPORT, ARK., September 23.—The pas- 
senger trainonthe Iron Mountain road was 
robbed between Hepe and Emmett last night 
by five masked men, who halted and boarded 
the train, forced the express messenger to 
open the safe and then proceeded torob the 
passengers. Eighteen thousand dollars was 
obtained from the safe. It is claimed that be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 will aot fall short of 
the total loss. A cotton dealer named J. 8. 
Atkinson lost $2,500. The robbers are said to 
be mere boys, and itis believed they will be 
captured shortly. Gov. Churchilljwill doubt- 
less offer a reward of $25,000, and the railway 
company as much more for their capture. 

THE DARING BOY ROBBERS. 

LITTLE ROCK, ARK., September 23.—The 
Gazette Arkadelphia special says: The train 
on the Iron Mountain and Southern Railway 
which left Texarkana at 8o’clock last night 


was boarded at Hope by three young men. 


After passing Prescott, and when near Ken- 
sett, they suddenly drew revolvers and or- 
dered the conductor to stop the 
train, which he did. Then they 
proceeded to make the passengers throw 
up their hands and went through them, getting 
$700. They then visited the express car, opened 
the messenger's safe and took $30,000 in cur- 
rency. Before leaving the train they threw a 
package containing $15,000 back under the im

Disaffect ion Among Saloon-Keepers, and A 
Cry for Imported Beer. 


A meeting of saloon-keepers was 2all- 
cd for this afternoon, at 2 o’clock, 
at Central Turner Hal!, antagonistic 
to the brewers’ pool. Some dissatisfaction 
exists among certain elements of the retail 
trade at the brewers’ combination recently 
established. The saloon-keepers calling the 
meeting have withheld their mnrmes. 
but the object of the gathering is to express 


disapproval of the new system in the wholesale 
trade. The saloon-keepers want to 
remove the limitation of collectors’ spending 
money, which is now two per cent. They 
want likewise to impress local brewers 
that beer can be supplied from 
outside cities by firms willing 
to maintain liberal terms of discount and 
ereater allowances to collectors and drivers 
for spending money over the counter, Mil- 
waukee beer is already supplied at some of 
the saloons, and a depot forit has been es- 
tablished on Franklin avenue. Beer from 
Belleville is brought across the river to 
supply some of the saloons, and 
it is proposed to organize a company for the 
purpose of erecting ahuge ice storage, where 
beer furnished from other cities can be 
stored for the retailtrade here. The brewers 
on Change this morning addressed by a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter on the subject belittled 
the affair and said that no 
‘irst-class galoon-keeper nor any of the solid, 
respectable element had become identified 
with tie movement.

A German Visitor. 

Dr. Theodore Strehz, of Berlin, Germany, 
who has been living since last autumn in the 
United States, examining critically various in- 
stitutions and what is connected with them for 
comparison with those of Europe, arrived 


here from his exploration trip in the West 
and means to stay with us for an indefinite pe- 
riod, in order to see the beauties of this city 
and get some idea of the life peculiar to St. 
Louis. Dr. Strehzisamanof highly intellec- 
tual appearance; he is of middle height, rath- 
er slender, with a well-shaped head, sporting 
on a frank and open countenance a pair ot 
magnificent whiskers.

The U. S. Court Removes Gen. Cavender 


From a Family Trust. 

Judge McCrary in the United States Circuit 
Court to-day rendered an important decision 
removing Gen. John Cavender as trustee 
for his brother’s interest in the Cavender es- 
tate. The opinion was listened to 
with some interest by the 
and it created somewhat of a sensation. 


John S. Cavender, as executor of the will of 
John Cavender, deceased, stood charged in 
his official capacity in the sum of $17,169.40, 
which sum on the 23d of April, 1879, he turned 
over to himself as trustee for the com- 
plainant, Robert 8. Cavender, and he 
executed a receipt therefor from himself as 
trustee to himself a executor, and upon filing 
said receipt in the Probate Court and upon 
going bond for administration of the trust 
und he was discharged as executor and 
stood Cugtrged for the amount as trustee. John 
Ce-vender, deceased, had bequeathed one- half 
nis estate to John 8. Cavender in trust for 
Robert S. Cavender, to be invested in real or 
personal securities, and the income to be paid 
to Robert Cavender semi-annually. After the 
lapse of the life of Robert Cayender and his 
wife the property to descend to John S. Cav- 
ender and his heirs. 

The Court says: The fund came into John 
S. Cavender’s hands, as trustee, April 30, 1879, 
and it was his duty to invest it atthe current 
rate of interest. He has for more thantwo 
years neglected to do this or to pay the semi 
annual income arising from it, and 
he admits that he is insolvent. 
It is clearly the duty of the Oourt to remove 
him from his trusteeship ana to appoint some 
—.— whose duty it will be to collect froin 

jim and bis bondsmen the principal sum and 

interest from the time it came into his hands, 
and likewise one-balf of anyincome that he 
may have received from the Cavender estate 
in Illinois.’’ 

Maj. Lucien Eaton, representing Gen. Cav- 
ender, says that there was no income derived 
from the property, and therefore it could not 
be paid to the brother. The case will at once 
be appealed to the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States.
